2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The limitations of a device for 
making electrical contact with one tension member in a load bearing member in an elevator system 
wherein a spacer establishes spacing between the tension members and a holding member holds the 
portions relative to the spacer and a connector supported by either the spacer or holder members makes 
contact with at least one of the tension members, is not taught or reasonably suggested by the cited art of 
record.
